THE STATUTES OF 
INDIANA 


Th*t each person or taxpayer charged with taxes on a duplicate in the hands of a County Treasurer may pay the full amount of such taxes 
on or before the first Monday in May, or may at his option, pay one-half thereof on or before the first Monday in May, and the remaining half 
cn or before the first Monday in November, in the manner prescribed by law. 
All road taxes to be added to the first installment. 
When the first installment is not paid prior to the first Monday in May, tho taxes for the whole year become delinquent. 
The Treasurer will not be responsible for the penalty and charges on Delinquent Taxes resulting from any omission of 
the person 
paying 
to state definitely on what property, in whose name and in what township or corporation it was assessed. 
Persons owing Delinquent Taxes should pay them at once. 
The late law is of such character that there is no option left the Treasurer but 
to enforce the collection of delinquent taxes, however much he may regret to collect the same, by sale of property. 
The owner of the property on the first day of March in any year, shall 
be liable for the payment of all taxes of that year. The purchaser 
of property on the first day of March shall be considered as owner on that day.—Sec. 103. 
All property, both personal and real, situated in any county, shall be liable for the taxes, penalties, interests, and costs to the owners 
thereof, in such county, and no partial payment of such taxes, penalties, interests or costs shall discharge or release any part or portion of such 
property until the whole be paid; 
which lien shall in no wise be affected or destroyed by any sale or transfer of any such personal property. 
—Sec. 644, R. S.

on or before the first Monday in May, or may at his option, pay one-half thereof on or before the first Monday in May, and the remaining half 
en or before the first Monday in November, in the manner prescribed by law. All road taxes to be added to the first installment. 


When the first installment is not paid prior to the first Monday in May, the taxes for the whole year become delinquent. 
The Treasurer will not be responsible for the penalty and charges on Delinquent Taxes resulting from any omission of the person paying 


to state definitely on what property, in whose name and in what township or corporation it was assessed.

Persons owing Delinquent Taxes should pay them at once. The late law is of such character that there is no option left the Treasurer but 


to enforce the collection of delinquent taxes, however much he may regret to collect the same, by sale of property. 


The owner of the property on the first day of March in any year, shall be liable for the payment of all taxes of that year. 
The purchaser 


of property on the first day of March shall be considered as owner on that day.—Sec. 103. 
All property, both personal and real, situated in any county, shall be liable for the taxes, penalties, mterests, and costs to the owners 


thereof in such county and no partial payment of such taxes, penalties, interests or costs shall discharge or release any part or portion of such 
property until the whole be paid; 
which lien shall In no wise be affected or destroyed by any sale or transfer of any such personal property.
